Si. Paul, Minn., September 23.—Judge 
Lochren,\of the United. States court, to- 
day issued an order for an injunction 
which absolutely ties-up the siate’s 
commodity rate law. pending a*“final de- 
cision 1 the case, or until the lower 
court’s decision is overruled on appeal 
by the state. 

The order is sweeping in its terms, 
taking in, not only the defendants at 
bar, including the attorney general and 
shippers who were made parties to the 
actions, but all other persons as well. 

_° Everybody Enjoined. 

This means that, even through the 
county attorneys throughout the state, 
whose duty it is to institute and prose- 
cute criminal actions under the law, 
Were not made parties defendant in 
the suits instituted by the. railroads 
through. their stockholders, yet the 
county attprneys and everybody eise are 


warned to keep their hands off the rail-} 


roads while Judge -Lochren’s order is in 
effect. ‘ 

Not only ts everybody enjoined “from 
taking or instituting or causing or ad- 
vising to be instituted any action, sult, 
stop or proceeding for the violation of 
said act, but anybody and everybody is 
enjoined from demanding that any of} 
the rates contained in the act be given 
them.”’ 2 

State May Defy Ininaction. 

The order issued today relates to the 
Northern Pacific case. Similiar orders 
will be drawn in the other eight cases, 
and injunctions will be served in pur- 
suance with the orders. 

It is reported today that the state of- 
ficials are planning «‘o violate the in- 
junction in such a’ manner that habeas 
corpus proceedings wil!l have to be in- 
stituted, in which event tne case will at 
once be appealed to the United States 
supreme court, and the whole matter 
determined there instead of going* 


through the usual routine, lasting proba | 
bly three years.

BATTLESHIPS RACED 
DOWN ATLANTIC COAST

Starting from Cape Cod, Vessels 
Steamed Furiously for Phila- 
delphia, the Georgia Show- 
ing a Cléan Pair of Heels 
‘To Her. Sister Ships. 


Philadelphia, Pa., September 23.—(Spe- | 


cial.)—Vietorious in two races, the bat-| 
tleship Georgia arrived at’ the League] 
Island navy yard today, one hour. and 
seven minutes after the battleship: Kan- 
sas, which started from Cape Cod four 
hours before its rival. 

In making this gain of two hours and 
53 minutes on the Kansas the Georgia 
humbled the battleship Rhode,gIsland 
even more decisively by “sailing it be- 
low the horizon” in two hours. i 

The races between the baitleships 
were entirely impromptu,’ and were 
caused merely by the desire of captains 
sailing .over the same course to make 
creditable time for their vessels. The 
Kansas was the first to recieve its 
sailing orders from Rear Admfral Ev- 
ans, while the North Atlantic fleet 
was cruising off Cape Cod on Sunday 
morning, and at 7 a. m. the pattleship 
shaped its course for the Delaware 
capes. . The Georgia started at II a. m™., 
together with the Rhode Island, which 
was ordered to New York. The Rhode 
Island was no match for the Georgia, 
which has barely been in the water one 
year, but has her machinery: and en- 
gines tried out to perfection. The Geor- 
gia, after: steaming the Rhode Island 
“below the horigon,”’’ kept up a 1!9-knot 
clip all the way to the Delaware -eapes. 

When the Georgia passed Reedy Is- 
land at 1:07 a m. today Captif?’ Mc- 
Crea learned that he had outsafled the 
Kansas, which passed Reedy Island at 
9-a. m., and made the four hundred’ 
mile trip from Cape Cod at an average 
speed of 18 knots an hour. 

‘The double victory of fhe Georgia will 
be celebrated by the officers and crew 
tomorrow, which happens to be the first 
birthday anniversary of the battle-

TWELVE OTHERS INDICTED 
WITH SENATOR BORAH 


Former Governor Frank Steunen- 
berg One of Those Indicted—Trial 
Arousing Great Interest Be- 
cause of the Prominence of 
the Parties Accused—Spe- 
cial Attorneys Repre- 
sent Government. 
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Boise, Idaho, September 23.—In begin- 
ning the work here today of impane!- 
ing a jury to try United States Senator 
William E. Borah, charged with con- 
Spiracy to defraud the government of 
valuable timber lands, District Attorney 
Norman M. Ruick announced that for- 
mer Governor Frank Steunenberg was 
one of the men indicted with Senator 
Borah for conspiracy. Steunenberg i8 
represented in the indictment as John 
Doe. 


Much Interest in Case. 
The case was called today before Judge 
Edward Whitson in the United States 
district court. 


The prominence of Senator Borah in 
the politics of the state, his personal 


popularity in this, his home town, the 
leading part he took in the prosecution 
of William D. Haywood and the fact 
that more than 100 well known residents 
of south Idaho are alleged to be involvec 
with him in the so-callead conspiracy, | 
combined to attract great interest in 
the proceedings, marked the first of the 
Western Federation of Miners’ trial here. 
The circuit court was crowded to. over- 
flowing when Judge Whitson took the 
bench. The government has practically 
take the case out of the hands of Dis- 
trict Attorney Rulck, against whom 
charges of improper conduct-before the 
grand jury have been filed, and assigned 
the matter to special attornéys trained 
in timber land law and fresh from other 
successful .prosecutions. 

These are H. G. Burch, of Detroit, ani 
5S. R. Rush, of Omaha, both special as- 
sistants to the attorney general of the 
United States. Senator Borah’'s attor- 
neys include James P. Hawley, senior 
counsel for the state in the Haywood 
case; Alfred A. Frazer, S. L. Lipton 
and Carl Pain, all local attorneys, and 

F. Bundy, of Eau Claire, Wis. The 
latter also represents the interests of the 
(Barber Lumber Company,.the corpora- 
tion that is said to have profited by the 
alleged frauds. 

The indictment against Senator Borah 
alleges that he, with twelve others named 
as codefendants, conspired to defraud the 
government of many thousands of acres 
of timber land in Boise county. Asa re- 
sult of this alleged conspiracy it is al- 
leged that 108 residents of Boise took 
out timber claims and swore in doing so 
that they were acting solely in their own 
interests, whereas these statements are 
alleged to have been false, and it is al- 
leged that agrecments had been entered 
into.

She was the wife of Frank,gCovington, 
for several months employed as sales- 
man in Seattle. Covington is missing 
and the police are looking for him... Ac- 
quaintances say they have not seen him 
for a week. The body in the trunk. had 
been dead at least a week. > al 

Mrs. Covington was the daughter of: 
Trueman McCombs, who lives near: Ver- 
non, (British Columbia. Her grandmoth- 
er, Mrs, Elizabeth Robinson; her aunt, 
Miss Jennie Robinson, and her uncle, 
George Robinson, all live at 721 Yealer 
way, Seattle, where the dead woman's 
grandmother runs a lodging house. Cov- 
ington is about twenty-three years old. 
He is said to have come to Seattle two- 
years ago frim Louisville, Ky. 

A letter from St. Paiil, under date of 
April tt, 1906, apparently written by 
Covington’s sister, Edith Covington, was 
found in the trunk with the body.

Methods of Combine Revealed 
by Government Investigation, 


TRUST MAY CHANGE NAME 


Se One Official Asserts, but Vice 
President Archbold Declares That 
the Statment Is Untruc—How 
the Standard Coerved Tide- 
water Pipe Line Com- 
pany. 


New York, September 23.—The ways 
and means by which the Tide Water Pipe 
Line Company of Pennsylvania came 
under virtual control of the Standard 
Oil Company were unfolded today in 
the hearing of the government’s suit 
against the o!l combine. 

The affairs of the Tidewater company 
were disclosed by the testimony of Rob- 
ert Benson, president of the company, 
from a mass of records and contracts. 
The Standard was shown to. own at pres- 


ent 3! per cent of the Tidewater stock 
and by an agreement entered into in 
1883 between the two companies, the oil 
business was divided in such proportions 
that the Tidewater did 11 1-2 per cent 
and the Standard 88 1-2 per cent, Pres- 
ident Benson testified that since the 
agreement in 1883 the business of neither 
the Tidewater Pipe Line Company nor the 
present company, the Tidewater Oil 
Company, had materially increased. 
Minutes Unsealed. 

An interesting incident of the day’s 
hearing was the unsealing of the min- 
utes of a stockholders’ meeting held in 
Titusville, Pa., on January 17, 1883, the 
action of which in electing officers was 
repudiated at a meeting next day in 
Philadelphia of the managers of the Tide. 
water company, who directed that the 
existing officers remain in contro! anda 
that a suit be brought. in court to set 
aside the action of the Titusville meet- 
ing. 

Counsel for the government obtained 
evidence from Mr. Benson and the re¢- 
ords of the company that certain inter- 
ests had held the Titusville meeting 
without issuing a call to the stockhold- 
ers as provided for by the company’s 
by+laws. The litigation in the Pennsyil- 
vahia courts that followed the Titusville 
meeting resulted in a decision against 
these officers. 

Standard O11 in Evidence. 

Mr. Benson was asked to examine the 
record and see if any stock now held by 
the Standard Oil interests had been voted 
at that meeting. Mr. Benson said that 
1,864 shares of stoak voted at that meet- 
ing came into possession of gentlemen 
whom they considered to represent Stana- 
ard Oil interests and that this stock in 
1900 was transferred by William G. 
Rockefeller to H. C. Folger, who still 
owned it. ) 

Mr. Benson gave testimony to show 
under existing contract with the Stand- 
ard, of 95 per cent of oil refined by the 
company, 77 per cent was 
sold in a territory in which the Standard 
was not interested. The president of the 
Tidewater company, when asked what 
disposition was made of the remianing 5 
per cent refined for domestic purposes, 
said that the Standard secured 97 per 
cent of it. 

Trust May Change Its Namie. 


A representative of the Standard Oj] 
Company said today: 

“The statement that a conference of 
Standard Oil interests has beer catied 
for the purpose of changing the nanie 
of the company and effecting reorgan- 
ization in general is without founda- 
tion. We can do nothing in this re- 
spect so long as the company is under 
investigation. 

“| may say, however, that as soon as 
the Standard Oil Company has been 
freed from the litigation now investi- 
gating it, then there will be a reorgan- 
ization, The capital stock will be in- 
creased to an amount more in harmony 
with the values of its assets, say to 
$400,000,000 or 8500,000,000. 

“We also purpose to issue periodical 
statements of earnings, operations, ete. 
We propose to give representatives of 
the governme.t everything in the way 
of information that ft calls for, which 
is all we can do. If we are guilty of 
certain infractions of the law then 
practically all other corporatiOns are 
guilty of the same offense and shouid 
be treated accordingly. But we are 
confident wé will win out.” 

Later in the day, after the above in- 
térview had been published, John D. 
Archibold. vice president of the com- 
pany, said that the statement to the: ef- 
fect that “the Standard: Oil Company is 
about to confer as to changing fts name, 
extending its incorporation and so forth, 
js unauthorized and untrue.” 

Oil Trust Makes Bond. 

Chicago, Septembér 23.—Wilitam | 
Rockefeller and John D. Archibald, vice 
presidents of the Standard Off «Com- 
pany of New Jersey, haye been accept- 
ed by the United States circuit court as 
sureiies on the two bonds of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of Indiana, given _for 
the supersedeas pending the appeal of 
the company from the recent fine im- 
posed by Judge Landis. The two bonds 
aggregate $6,000,000, one for 84,000,000, 
covering the property of the Standard 
Oil Company of Indiana at Whiting, 
and the other for $2,000,000, ¢évéring 
the company’s holdings outside of Whit- 


ing.

To clear away all the confusion which 
had previously existed in reconciling 
the lunar with the solar year, Caesar, 
with the help of Sosigenes, an Alexan- 
drian astronomer, undertook a thorough 
reform of the calendar. He effected it 
by making the year now called 46 B. C., 
“the year of confusion,’ consist of 445 
days and the succeeding years of 365 
days, with the exception of every fourth 
year, which was to consist of 366. This 
method is called the Julian calendar. 

The number of days in the months 
from January to December before 
Caesar's time had been respectively; 29,

Forty ‘housand acres of timber lands 
in the southern portion of Florida, here- 
tofore the property the J. Pp. Wii- 
liams Land Company, of Florida, is 
now in the possession of Pope & Co., of 
New York, a financial concern ready to 
utilize the turpentine and sawmill worth 
of the acreage indica‘ed. 

The J. P. Willlams Land Company, of 
Florida, of which J. P. Willidms, a resi- 
dent of Savannah, is president, the 
home offices of the corporation peing 
located in Tallahassee, owns an im- 
mense acreage of timber lands in the 
peninsular state. These lands are lo- 
eated in different portions of Florida, 
and to them aitention of moneyed men 
of the east and of the northwest have 
been invited for the past few years. Ex- 
pert lumber men have been sent from 
the east, the north and ithe west into 
the Florida timber lands by, men ready 
to invest money in lands upon which 
trees were growing.

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COMES TO END 
Tribesmen Meet Terms Pro- 
posed by the French, 


MOORS TO YIELD ALL ARMS 


They ‘Stood Out Against This De- 
mand, but at Last Yielded, as 
French General Would Not 
Modify - Leading Tribes 
Accept the Terms. 


Paris, September 23.—Peace has been 
declared in Morocco, The delegates 
of three important tribes have accepted 
the French peace ovértures inaugur- 
ated today and will see that the terms 
of the agreement are carried out. Hos- 
tilities are now at an end. 

The destruction of the Moorish camp 
at Sidi Brahim, south of Casa Blanca, 
with the dispersal of thé tribesmen, re- 
Sulted in peace. Several Moors, repre- 
senting Ouleseeyan, Zantani and Zyaidi 
tribes, presented themselves at Gen- 
eral Drude’s headquarters to discuss 
the conditions which the French com- 
}mander proposed for their submission. 
His terms included the unconditional 
Surrender by the Moors of all their 
arms, against which the Moors held 
out, but upon which the French au- 
thorities insisted. 


MAY BOYCOTT 
FREIGHT LINES 


Roads Not Accepting Rates 
Will be Deprived of 
Freight. 


Montgomery, Ala., September '23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—There has been talk of the action 
of the Louisville and Nashville giving 
coupons in the sale of tickets at 3 
cents. This is not any.concession on 
the part of the road, an officer says, 
but simply a protection against fraudul- 
ent claims. The coupon will represent 
the claim of any passenger paying 3 
cents if in the end the act making the 
fare 2 I-2 cents is held to be good. 
Without the coupon the person who 
rides can not get his money back; with 
it he can. 

There is also much talk of the action 
of the Montgomery freight bureau fn 
advising shippers to route freight over 
lines which have put in the state rates, 
and thus deprive those not yet accept- 
ing the rates of business. The result of 
this would be to keep the Louisville 
and Nashville, the Central of Georgia, 
and the Western of Alabama out of 
business that would otherwise come to 
them. There is no real reason to be- 
lieve that the rail lines thus put out 
would appeal to the Alabama ant!-boy- 
cott law, but the suggestion has been 
made that this would be in violation of 
the spirit of that act.

Prompted by the fair promises that reduction in the freight rates would 
mean lower prices to the consumer, freight rates were reduced to the tune 
of about 33 1-3 per cent. 

When it was discovered that not only did the reduction in rate not go 
to the consumer, but the price was immediately increased. The Constitution 
entered a protest, even demanding that the legislature appoint a committee 
to find out why the people had not been given the benefit of the large rate 
reductions already made, as had been promised them. Put the “reform” ad- 
ministration, unfortunately, did not see fit to take up the Constitution’s 
protest. 

And now comes the announcement of another menace in the price of 
stoves—five per cent more, making 10 per cent in a few months. 

While we have a remedy for undue exactions made by the railroads, the 
Stove trust is subservient to no one but its own sweet Will. 

Thus the stove manufacturers have not only absorbed for themsselves 
the 331-3 per cent reduction made in the Georgia freight rate, but have, 
within the period in which agitation for reduction of rates has been going 
on “in the name of the people,” added ncarly 25 per cent to the selling price 
of their product. , a 

Between January, 1905, when the agitation for lower rates began, and 
May, 1907, the price of stoves was increased 12 per cent. In June last, 
simultaneously with the decision of the Georgia supreme court confirming the 
231-3 per cent rate reduction made by the Georgia railroad commission, an- 
other increase of 5 per cent was announced. Now that the freight reduetions 
are actually in effect, the announcement comes from Chattanooga of another 
» per cent raise, making the price of the standard stove that sold in January, 
1905, for $11.70, approximately $14.33. 

Possibly another 331-3 per cent reduction in the rate will send the pice 
of the same stove to $18 or 420. 

The stove manutacturers went »efore the railroad commission and de 
manded a reduction in the rate on their’ product. The rates were too righ, 
they said, and a burden upon the consumers as well as upon the manufactur- 
ers. The railroads agreed that they could not stand the reduction, because 
the prices of iron, steel, coal, lumber and labor, of all of which the railroads 
are large consumers, had materially advanced, and their expenses were far 
greater than ever before. They really thought the rate should be raised in 
order to better enable them to meet these incredsed expenses, but they did 
not ask it; they only asked that the existing rate be left undisturbed. 

“That makes no difference, The rates are too high; they have always 
been too high. They must be reduced or we can’t do business,” was the 
reply of the stove manufacturers. 

The rates were ordered reduced, but before the reductions went into 
effect, one Georgia stove manufactory made profits of 100 per cent net on the |

“Upon unloading, the meal sacks are 
hoisted by a single rope from the hold 
of the vessel and are dragged along the 
floor until they reach the warehouse, by 
which time several more bags are broken. 
Having been loaded without regard to 
brands, the meal is unloaded in the same 
manner. So many bags, moreover, have 
been ruined that it is useless to attempt 
to collect the cargo according to its 
classification. Instead, the meal is piled 
indiscriminately in heaps of a ton each 
of*mixed meal for weighing and sam- 
pling. The loose meal from the broken 
bags is apportioned to those piles which 
may be short in weight. At this stage, 
a cargo which left the United States 
consisting of 4,000 tons of choice meal 
and 1,000 tons of off meal, is now reduced 
to all one grade, and that the worst. 
There is just enough lint and _ hulls in it 
to cause reclamation.* . 

“The importer therefore does not get 
the grade he has bought. If we could 
guarantee him the grade we could get 
more for southern cotton seed cake than 
is paid for any other cake in the world.” 

Mr. Benton said it will be a difficult 
task to extend southern cotton seed 
products trade abroad until the delivery 
is improved. He recommended sending 
a permanent representative of the crush- 
ers’ association abroad to watch the con- 
dition of goodg on arrival. He warned 
exporters to insist that cotton oil be not 
loaded near boiler rooms. 

Dairy Cattle Fed on Cake. 

He said that at’the Trifoleum dairy in 
Europe 15,000 head of cattle are fed on 
cotton seed cake; that there milk sells 
according to the ‘butter fat in it, and 
that it is richer than any oher milk in 
PHurope.

(From The Scientific American.) 

Intimation concerning two new spe- 
cies of animals, indigenous to Africa, 
has been conveyed to Europe by J. 
Speares, who has been spending sev- 
eral months In trapping and hunting big 
game in Portugese 
regions surrounding Lake Nangadj and 
the Rovuma river. One of these refers 
to a new type of gebra, a whole herd 
of which the hunter observed near by, 
but a specimen of which, he fatled to 
secure. Many members of this herd 
were marked differently to the prevail- 
ing type of this animal, the heads and 
necks being brown, while the hind-quar- 
ters were striped in the conventional 
manner pecullar to this kuadruped. 
When the natives were questioned upon 
the point, they asserted that they were 
a variety of zebra, but that they were 
becoming very scarce. Althougn'§ the 
hunter pursued the herd for. seyeral 
miles, owing to their agility and ‘tim- 
idity he was unable to approach them 
closely. Upon another occasion, how- 
ever, he was more fortunate and se- 
cured a closer view of the animal. It 
resembles the zebra in shape, but the 
head, neck, fore-legs, and fore half of 
the body were quite dark brown in 
color, the hind part of the body, in- 
cluding the legs, being striped.

Deaf Mute Seldom Caught 
Napping by Attempts to 
Steal Bases. 


In connection with the recent Cubs- 
Giant series, a New York paper says: 

Walk up to a Chicago National 
League player and tell him that Luther 
Taylor cannot hear, and he'll tell you 
to “quit your ki‘dding.’’ Joe Tinker 
swears the New York pitcher can hear 
and almost talk. 

“If you dont’ believe it,’’ explains Joe, 
“take a chance on stealing second when 
he isn’t looking.’’ 


“Yes,”’ broke in Steinfeldt, ‘‘and try 


to pull off one of those sneaks to third) 


when there is a man out. You can't 


hear’ hunk. That boy. jis there at any 
old stage of the game. He is crazy 


like a fox.’’ 

All of this talk about Taylor's physi- 
cal infirmity came about through the 
efforts of the wary Cubs to catch him. 
where they thought he was weak,: 
Steinfeldt thought he couldn't hear and | 
tried to steal third. He was nailed so! 
far that he didn't even make a face: 
at the umpire. Another player tried! 
to grab second while Taylor had the 
ball in his hands, but when Doyle yell- 
ed Taylag turned around and threw him 
out by twenty fect. 

The Cubs almost have the right dope, 
and the only thing in the way I!s they 
haven't. Taylor can neither hear nor 
talk, but his senses are developed to 
such ‘an extent that he has it on the; 
ordinary man four ways from the ace, 

Not being able to hear, Taylor under- 
stands what is going on by the express- 
Sion of the faces of his own team- 
mates. When Doyle yelled to him to 
throw the ball he heard nothing, but 
he looked at Bowerman’s face at first 
and knew that something was coming 
off at second. He then whirled and 
threw the ball, nailing his man. 

Seemingly the hardest proposition for 


Taylor to watch would be second base, : 


but it fen’t. He has fewer steals to 
third made off him than almost any 
pitcher in the business. He constantly 
watches the faces of Bresnahan and 
Devlin. He can tell by their expression 
if the runner is about to start. He 
then turns and whips over the ball and 
really has an advantage on the runner. 
In one respect Taylor’s misfortune is 
an asset. He is never confused by the 
sound of several voices yelling at him 
a different thing to do, as is often the 
case with players who can hear. He 
does everything by his eye ,and his eyes 
tell him more than ours do. 

New York players have often seen 
Taylor while sitting at a table or on a 
train laugh at jokes that he never 
heard. He could understand them from 
the gestures and facial expression of 
the story teller. He can distinguish 
words by the movement of the lips.
